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Headmaster’s Foreword 


Allan Wilson School was all but unknown to me when I took up my appointment 
and it is interesting to see in retrospect how the school’s character and ethos have 
impressed themselves upon me. 

It is not a big school which is an advantage and accounts for the friendly 
atmosphere which prevails in its community — its parents, staff and pupils past and 
present. It has an active and interested Council and P.T.A. whose help cannot be 
valued too highly. It is fortunate in the calibre and stability of its staff, many of whom 
have served it long and faithfully and take a close personal interest in the boys. It has 
been in existence for forty years which is long enough to establish a worth-while 
tradition and heritage shown in part by the number of sons of Old Wilsonians who 
attended the school. As anewcomer I may well say, ““Be proud of your school — itis a 
school to be proud of’. ; 

The school is thriving. It started the year with about 530 boys and has been 
growing steadily and is now approaching its optimum number of about 580 boys with 
its boarding places in great demand. Academically the school acquitted itself well in 
the public examinations in 1979. Culturally we are very much ‘alive’, especially in 
drama. The revival of this magazine, which I am very pleased to see in print again 
after a lapse of a year and which J hope to see flourish in the future despite constantly 
rising costs, is yet anotheraspect of its cultural vigour, and on the field our turnout 
and sportsmanship has drawn favourable comment from many quarters. 

It is a happy school, a polite and well disciplined school; a good school. The only 
aspect which struck me unfavourably was the rather casual attitude of a surprisingly 
large number of boys and their parents towards attendance, but I trust that this is 
now:a thing of the past! 

And what of the future? The educational structure, no less than the social and 
political fabric of our nation, is undergoing fundamental change, some changes are 
for better and some for worse. One of the effects has been to create in many parents a 
justifiable anxiety about the future of their children’s education and no less an 
uncertainty in many teachers about the future of their schools and careers. It is 
hoped that those who have their hands on the levers of power will have the good 
sense to implement changes with enough discretion for people to adjust to them 
without jeopardising a system which bears favourable comparison anywhere. For 
our part, we will face up to change with a positive attitude — determination to-do our 
best, conviction that we have something of value to offer, that there is always an 
appreciation of quality and the knowledge that we have such reason for pride in our 
achievements. We cannot control the future but we can influence it and those who 
deal with youth must certainly try to do so. It is in this spirit that we look forward and 
ee Allan Wilson School will continue to serve the country by sending forth “Men of

When Mr. Gordon Todd arrived in Salisbury to become Headmaster of Allan 
Wilson School, it was a time of change. It had been decided to change the school from 
its status as a Technical High School to that of anormal comprehensive high school. 
Six years later it was still a time of change. During the period of his Headmastership 
change was the keynote. The selective entry system ended; there was a large influx of 
boys to whom English was a second language and eventually the school was opened 
to boys of all races. 

A changing period, particularly when those changes are largely outside the 
control of the headmaster; makes a difficult job, doubly difficult to do. Despite this, 
Mr. Todd not only coped with his job, he carried it out with distinction and to the 
great advantage of all members of the school.

The Art Department became one of 
the vital departments of the school but the effect of this new arrival could not 
possibly be confined to a department. The ripples spread through the whole school. 
Mr. Schoultz was a man and a teacher in a million. His relationship with his fellow 
staff was excellent, his ability in many fields was outstanding and his ability to bring 
the best out of the boys well above the normal. 

To the school he gave in very many ways. He was a first-class artist with his wildlife 
pictures being very outstanding and he fired boys with his own enthusiasm. He was a 
great naturalist and while his health was reasonable, helped with cross-country 
excursions. He was a good organiser and showed this in the well-run galas he 
arranged. He was a sound rugby coach and referee. His knowledge of mechanical 
things was outstanding, as shown by the cars he produced, the anti-landmine vehicle 
he invented, and before coming to the school, probably the first foldaway caravan 
produced in this country. He was quite an inventive genius and very probably if 
his uae acumen had equalled this mechanical ability, he would have been lost to 
teaching. 

Soon after his arrival at Allan Wilson, his health began to deteriorate; however he 
continued to carry a full load in the school; he continued working on his inventions 
and he started the school car club. Despite frequent pain, he still managed to appear 
with an outside cheeriness that probably deceived people. 

The end was sudden. He was at school on Friday and died on Saturday. Farewell 
to you Skollie, we still miss you greatly but many former schoolboys from Allan 
Wilson and also from Lord Malvern and Guinea Fowl remember you with real 
affection. Your fellow teachers can still hardly believe they will not see you again. To 
Jean and family we repeat our sincere sympathies.

1980 — School Play 


It is regretted that there was no school play in 1979, but when old-boy Barry Park 
joined the English Staff in 1980, he immediately rectified the situation, enlisted the 
aid of Anne Gillmaster, who teaches at Queen Elizabeth, and set to work on David 
Campton’s satirical tragicomedy “The Life and Death of Almost Everybody.” 
Auditions were held at the school, and at Queen Elizabeth, and a cast of twenty- 
seven was selected. 

After much hard work and many late nights, the play was presented ‘three- 
quarters-in-the-round’ in an intimate ‘theatre’ that was built inside the Beit Hall. 
Despite problems with the lighting and sound, caused by antiquated equipment, the 
enthusiastic and hard-working cast played to capacity audiences for four nights and 
was rewarded by receiving an extemely favourable adjudication from the National 
Theatre Organisation School’s Festival Adjudicator, Mrs. Susan Hains. 

The play, which is written with great dramatic and theatrical device, explores the 
mind of a man who ‘creates’ imaginary characters and then attempts to play ‘God’ 
with them. In doing so, he sets in motion a train of events that embraces the whole 
world and the history of its inhabitants. Just when absolute chaos seems inevitable, 
the intervention of the stage-manager sets things right again. Much of the play is 
symbolic and stylised, and this was reflected in the use of a simple set, bizarre, 
mask-like make-up and uniform costumes. The humour, drama, pomp-and-ceremony, 
ritual mass hysteria and tumultuous activity took place very close to and among the 
members of the audience, which gave the play an uncanny realism and many 
shocking moments will be unforgettable. 

The play was a team effort on the part of the directors, the cast and the crew. The 
four principals were admirably backed up by the hard-working members of the 
supporting cast; who were extremely entertaining in superbly-characterised cameo 

arts and as members of the rigidly-disciplined chorus; and by a dedicated 
fi ghting and sound team. Credit must also go to those who helped build the ‘theatre’ 
with seating-palattes, hessian and camouflage netting, and to Gail Robinson and 
Sophie Macris who created splendid costumes, as well as to all those who helped out 
in so many aspects of the production.

EXTRACTS FROM THE ADJUDICATOR’S REPORT 

What an absorbing and thoroughly thought-provoking evening! Congratulations 
are in order all round for a most enjoyable and worthwhile production. Mr. Barry 
Park and Miss Anne Gillmaster are to be commended for the excellence of their 
direction. The totality in conception and interpretation was little short of perfection. 

On the technical side, there was a lovely, workable set, stark in its simplicity and 
excellent costumes and make-up, but although the actors could be seen and despite 
some excellent special lighting effects, the lighting did little to help the mood of the 
play. The sound concept was excellent, but the recording and playback needed 
attention. I gathered that there had been some insurmountable problems in both 
departments caused by lack of finance. It is so important that funds be set aside for 
Educational drama/the school play, as only with a workable technical side can one 
hope to achieve high, beneficial standards. Imaginative work was made of the 
available facilities. That this production overcame the appalling handicap of 
inadequate lighting and sound systems, shows direction of a very high order. 

It was a whirlpool of an evening, which picked me up in its turbulance and swept 
me with the audience along, willy-nilly. I could cheerfully have thrown my clipboard 
out of the window along with my adjudicator’s objectivity. There was that 
marvellous feeling of celebration from actors and audience alike, a complete 
involvement that radiated controlled energy from all the actors, in turn picked up by 
the audience ‘and returned full measure in the enthusiastic response and well- 
merited applause. There was an extremely high standard of acting with no weak links 
in the cast and again, some superb ensemble playing — a real team effort with 
everybody pulling his weight. There were four performances of great merit from 
young people with talent and potential, namely Karen Field as the young woman, 
Graham Harrison’s sweeper, Riccardo Brizzi’s young man and Bruce Cahill’s Aunt 
Harriet. I’ve run out of superlatives for this production. It gives me great pleasure to 
award the Book Centre prize or the best production to Allan Wilson with my 
congratulations and hopes that they will give us many more scintillating evenings.

Inter House Play Competitions — 1 979 


The 1979 Inter-House Drama competition, held during July, 1979, was 
adjudicated by Mrs. Irene Dinnell, who remarked upon the high standard attained 
by most houses, and the pleasing degree of involvement in the plays by a large 
number of pupils. 

Scott House presehted TOP TABLE which concerned an _ international 
conference of world leaders whose disagreements almost lead to the outbreak of 
war, narrowly averted by the intervention of two cleaners who restore sanity to the 
proceedings. Frank Stober was commended for his comic portrayal of the delegate 
from Africa. 

Wellington House was placed fifth in their presentation of Brendan Behan’s 
THE QUARE FELLOW, about a convict condemned to death and the effect of his 
personality and fate on the other convicts. 

IT SHOULD HAPPEN TO A DOG by Wolf Mankowitz, presented by Browning 
House, was placed fourth. The play concerns Man’s relationship with God and the » 
way in which God is entitled to treat Man. Graham Harrison’s portrayal of the long- 
suffering Jonah was commended by the adjudicator. 

Shangani House selected an excerpt from Peter Schaffer’s BLACK COMEDY: an 
hilarious piece in which the characters, playing on a fully-lit stage, are to be 
supposed by the audience to be fumbling about a room in total darkness during a 
power failure. Mrs. Dinnell praised Johnny Gilmore for his production, and the 
effort and preparation which were obviously expended by his cast and crew. 

Another Wolf Mankowitz play, THE BESPOKE OVERCOAT, presented by 
Newton House. was placed second. The play concerns an old Jewish man, Fender, 
who returns from the dead to claim an overcoat promised to him while he was alive. 
Riccardo Brizzi was commended for his portrayal of the Jewish taylor whom Fender 
‘Haunts’, and Kevin Beattie was awarded the accolade of Best Actor for his 
portrayal of Fender. | 

The trophy for Best Production was awarded to Burnham House for their 
presentation of the uproarious comedy ALBERT, in which an Englishman (played by 
Gavin MacDonnell) attempts to carry on a conversation with a Finnish au-pair 
(Brian Nel) and a volable Italian (Paul Steiger) while none can speak the others’ 
languages. Gavin MacDonnell received commendation for his acting, and Paul 
Steiger was Runner-up for Best Actor. : ; 

As pointed out by the adjudicator, the plays selected were, on the whole, for such 
an occasion, eminently suitable, and a high standard of technical acheivement was 
evident in most of the productions. A particularly pleasing feature of the 
competition was the involvement of boys (such as ‘Ox Pringle) better known for his 
sporting accomplishments than dramatic inclination, and the enjoyment which they 
derived their participation. 


1980 


The 19th and 20th June 1980, saw the presentation of the annual Inter-House 
Plays in the Beit Hall, Browning, Burnham and Newton performing on the Thursday 
and Scott, Shangani and Wellington, on the Friday. 

A very high standard of production was achieved, particularly by the houses who 
took the top places, and some excellent acting was seen. 

At very short notice, Mrs. Estelle Byrne, a teacher at Queen Elizabeth, agreed to 
step in as adjudicator, when Mr. Noel McDonald had to drop out to fulfil a more 
urgent engagement — that of performing in his production of “Tom Sawyer’ at Reps 
when a member of his cast fell ill. 

The winning play was Newton’s dramatic and highly intellectual production of 
Eugene Ionesco’s famous absurd play “The Lesson” which had been especially 
adapted and shortened by Mr. Stephens. Riccardo Brizzi’s superb performance as 
the neurotic professor won him the ‘Barry Park Trophy for Best Actor’, a cup 
presented for the first time. Neil Marsh was commended for his performance as the 
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A.W.S. Best Actor 1980 (House Plays) Riccardo Brizzi in a scene from Ionesco’s ‘The Lesson’. 


student. The simplicity of the set — a bare stage apart from a few chairs and a 
blackboard, helped to sustain the tense atmosphere in the play which was a stinging 
condemnation of the folly and grandeur of academic learning. 

Browning’s realistic production of an extract from Arthur Miller’s famous 
tragedy, ““Death of a Salesman’”’ won them second position. ‘Podge’ Harrison gave a 
superbly sincere and sympathetic performance as the guilt ridden Willy Loman, a 
character who has become immortal in English Literature. He was ably supported 
by Bruce Cahill as Biff, and-by Piers van der Merwe as his other son, Happy. Mike 
Waghorn and:Duncan Crawford looked ravishing as the two young girls and it seemed 
totally believable that Happy could be attracted by them! Lighting areas and sound 
effects were cleverly used to portray the idea of Willy's mental wanderings. Even 
Willy’s ‘muscular’ girlfriend, Karl Bond looked convincing in a nightie and the seduction 
scene was carried off well, despite the hoots of laughter from the audience. 

Third place went to Shangani for their production of Mr. Tom Hughes’ new play 
‘House Trial” which revolved around the trial of a junior (Gary Preston) who was 
accused of not doing anything for his hostel. The large cast of boarders were suitably 
bullying and believable performances were given all round. The theme tune, ““We 
Don’t Need No Education’”’ was very fitting and one was left wondering what actually 
does go in Shangani Hostel! 

‘Red Spy at Night’, an hilarious farcical comedy, presented by Burnham House, 
was placed fourth. Paul Steiger was suitably voluptuous as the French slut, 
Michelle, despite a painful limp from a rugby injury. (Amazing what these French women 
get up to!) Steve Wallace’s American accent was very Convincing and we were even 
treated to seeing the head-boy on stage as a continental Count! This difficult play 
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was handled well although the cast had not fully grasped the technique and timing so ~ 
necessary in a comedy performance. | 

Craig Burgess gave a suitably Shakespearian performance in Wellington’s 
production of the worker’s scene from “A Midsummer Nights’ Dream’. He 
astounded the audience with his vocal capabilities and bounded across the stage 
with amazing agility! The production was suitably ‘hammed’ and was placed fifth 
position. Many of the funniest moments in the competition occurred during the play. 

Scott’s production of Sherriffs’ play ‘“Jouneys End” was placed sixth, despite a 
tremendous effort on the part of the cast and crew. A great deal of attention was 
payed to the collecting of uniforms, the use of camouflage netting, and effective 
cyclorama lighting effects. A difficult play to produce, it failed technically due to the 
lack of good sound effects and problems with the lights. Occasional moments of 
dramatic tension were achieved during the scenes between the young officers in the 
First World-War dug-out. 

Much hard work was put in by the backstage crew and Stefan Popiel and Manuel 
Vieira are to be thanked for their hard work on the antiquated school stage-lighting 
system. The Photography Club produced sqme excellent records of the competition 
and their photographs, which were mounted in the foyer, were commended by all 
who saw them. 

Mr. McGeoch, the English Educational Officer, who was an invited guest at the 
competition ‘was most impressed by the standard achieved”, and like the 
adjudicator, “was astounded by the performance of the ‘ladies’ of the cast” and would 
like to “congratulate all those who took to the boards’. He said that each of the plays 
he saw “had a fair amount of polish about them’’ so that he left feeling that the actors 
had enjoyed themselves “‘as much as he had”’. Let us hope that next year’s plays will 
be of as high a standard and that by then, our lighting and sound system is sorted out. 


1980 Sixth-Form Variety Concert 


For some time it had been hoped that a school band would be started but 
enthusiasm was lacking. A short talk by Mr. Law about culture in the school resulted 
in the formation of a band and the performance of a concert at the end of the second 
term. 

Some free periods were used for band practices which involved at first, standirig 
around a piano attempting to sing yet as the singing gradually improved, guitars 
were introduced as well as a few primative skin-drums, the latter of which didn’t 
prove to be a success.

A school library has a number of functions but probably the most important are 
(1) to provide the necessary reference books for the scholars in the school (2) to 
provide general interest reading for all members of the School and (3) to promote a 
turnover of books among as many pupils as possible. 

To fulfil these functions completely, a vast amount of money and a vast amount of 
space would be necessary. Certainly it would be a good idea if space permitted to 
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have a separate reference library for senior students and staff. As neither the room 
nor the money are available, some form of compromise has to be reached. 

To meet all the difficulties arising, several things have to be done. Junior classes 
have definite periods in which they are brought to the library by the teacher in 
charge. In these periods, sixth formers have to be excluded as there is not enough 
room for both and in addition if they are to learn to use the library properly the 
juniors must not be competing in this period for use of seats, papers, periodicals an 
books with the seniors. Outside these periods the sixth formers may use, but not 
misuse, the library. Certainly for study and reference they are welcome and even for 
the odd period of relaxation, as long as it is not at the expense of necessary work, they 
may use it. 


The library is open at break-time and every Monday to Thursday from 1 p.m. to ° 


3 p.m. for general use. The only condition is that it is a library, not a luncheon room, 
not somewhere for chattering. Pupils may come to browse, to study or even just to 
relax; we hope they will. 

The cost of running a library grows more expensive every year. At one time our 
main source of iricome was the General Purpose Fund where we competed with all 
the sports for funds. Now Government provides fairly substantial help with funds 
but of course it is never enough. We have been greatly foiced by donations of books, 
the most outstanding gift being one in memory of Majorie Duncan. To try to help 
ourselves we now buy most of our fiction in paperback form at a fraction of the cost of 
hardbacks then reinforce them with strong plastic. We also restrict the use of major 
reference books to “in the library use only’, because replacement costs are so high 
and we cannot risk losses. 


The users of the library can help us by the way they handle books. Careful use | 


means that a book will last a long time. Careless use means.a need for early 
- replacement. Theft of books and unauthorised long-term borrowing are problems. 
They show the selfishness of the persons who do it and are unfair to everyone else 
because it denies the use of the book to others either for long periods if it is 
“borrowed” or for ever if it is stolen. We seek the co-operation of those who are 
suffering the loss of these books to help stamp out this unfortunate and costly 
behavior of the guilty few. 

We try to cater for as wide an interest as possible in fictional, and books of 
recreational interest, and as funds allow, to provide reference and background books 
for more serious study. We are willing to consider suggestions-from staff and pupils 
but will endeavour to cut out books of poor taste, those which are badly written and 
any leading to moral degradation. 

The most encouraging factor we have found this year is the increase in use of the 
library by pupils of all ages. The library is there to be used. We will continue to try to 
provide worthwhile books, magazines and newspapers in the library and if these are 
worn out through heavy and legitimate use we shall be very pleased.

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Careers Guidance 


In the period from 1975 to 1979, it became increasingly difficult to rouse initial 
interest among the majority of school-leavers on the question of a future career. To 
most the future was misted by the compulsory eighteen months in the forces. This 
period of uncertainty and danger loomed so large on the horizon that it virtually 
blacked out the future. A few knew exactly what they wanted to do and planned 
beyond the National Service period but for the majority it was a matter of ‘wait and 
see’. 

Suddenly that veil has lifted. School-leavers can now plan to take up a university 
career, enter employment or, in a few cases, travel, without having to complete their 
National Service first. As a result there is a much more vital interest in jobs, 
universities and other post-school education than for some years. In addition to 
those leaving school this year,.a number of old boys have called at the school to 
discuss their future. : 

It is ironic that now there is a sharply increased interest in careers we are unable to 
give such precise information as we gave in the past. Future policy on scholarships, 
bursaries, grants and loans is not clearly defined. It is not finally clear what 
government policy will be towards students attending universities in South Africa. It 
is not completely certain whether entry conditions to our own University will remain 
as at present or be modified. | 

There will undoubtedly be far greater competition for jobs at all levels'and for aid 
for further education so it is certain that, even more than before, every pupil should 
aim to obtain the highest qualification of which he is capable. Jobs will not be easy to 
find either here or in other countries and only good qualifications will stand the 
applicants in good stead. At the same time, however, pupils have different potential 
and it can be a sheer waste of time for pupils to stay at school to attempt 
examinations which are beyond their capabilities. If they fail the examinations they 
will be only on the same academic level as pupils who are their juniors in age. 

Pupils of limited ability should attempt to obtain apprenticeships if they obtain 
their Zimbabwe Certificate of Examination, others should leave after ‘O’ levels and 
the more academically blessed should attempt ‘M’ or ‘A’ level examinations. On a 
recént visit to the United Kingdom, I was informed that there are a greater 
proportion of university graduates unemployed taday than‘ artisans so itis a fallacy 
to believe that a university education is a necessary step on the way to success. 

We have continued to give aptitude tests to the 1VA and 111B age groups this 
year and individual advice to pupils or discussion with parents continues. In the 
library from 1 p.m. to 3 p.m. the careers advisor is available on Mondays and 
Wednesdays and if these times are not suitable, more convenient times can be 
arranged. Our new Headmaster is vitally interested in careers and the welfare of 
school-leavers and is very willing to give advice personally in these matters. He takes 
a special interest in the sixth form group. 

Finally I would say that we have very good post-school education of non- 
university type available at the Polytec, Bulawayo Technical College and Gwebi. 
Many and varied courses are available and I am sure that more courses will be 
established. Normally, ten per cent of a school population may expect to go to 
university; for the ninety per cent, the other colleges offer more realistic 
opportunities. I advise serious thought on these matters.

There has been a general decline in the standard of chess at the school which can 
_ probably be attributed to the dwindling number of club members. Considering the 
lack of outstanding talent, the club did well, beating most of the smaller schools such 
as Churchill, which has fifty chess players. There are few young members in our club 
this year, although younger members such as Adam and Ismail have shown an 
increasingly mature approach to their games. It is hoped that members of the lower 
forms will join the club and help to increase its potential next year.

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‘THE JUNIOR SCIENCE CLUB 


The Junior Science Club started in May, 1979, and is open only to boys in Forms I 
and II; it has a membership of about fifteen. Its purpose is to investigate the sort of 
practical science that there is no time for during ordinary lessons: little theory, but 
plenty of experimental work. For instance, how does one recognise chrome ore, or 
distinguish real gold from fools’-gold in the bundu? Well, on the afternoon this was 
dealt with, the chemistry-lab had boys with bunsen- burners and blow-pipes, and 
bottles of strange solutions like cobalt nitrate and dimethylglyoxine, flame-test 
wires making the flame grow brilliant yellow for sodium, blue and green for copper 
and purple-red for lithium, -and the horrible and bad-egg smell that reports the 
presence of sulphide ores ... a messy but enjoyable time. 

Another day saw the club-members making acid-base indicators from coloured 
flower-petals, and separating these colours by paper-chromatography (a simple 
technique, but used even in advanced analytical chemistry). 

They made dyes, another day, starting from scratch by diazotising -anilive (no, 
neither boy nor parent needs to remember a word like that one), happily dyeing 
pieces of cloth, filter-paper, cotton-wool and even themselves a durable bright 
orange. 

The club also investigated the making of current from electrical cells; as well as 
the usual ones, they have tackled a 1,5 volt battery composed of knives and forks 
stuck into grapefruit, and an even odder one made up of a line of boys linked together 
by rods of zinc and copper stuck into their mouths, and capable of an E.M.F. of one 
volt. A solution to the energy-crisis? 

The extraction of essential-oils from orange-peel and from eucalyptus leaves by 
steam-distillation kept the lab knee-deep in vegetation for several afternoons, but 
produced insufficient oil for making perfume. The large amount of orange-juice 
accompanying the vast amount of peels was not wasted: fermented, it yielded a 
potent wine (“Chateau d’Allan Wilson 1979” — a good if rather yeasty vintage). 

Soap-making has been a recent venture, starting with cooking-oil and caustic soda 
and salt, and ending with small cakes of a deep blue colour with an unusual smell like 
a cross between almonds and pear-drops: not to the liking of everyone’s mother, but 
capable of a good strong lather. 

And what of the “bangs and smells” that every schoolboy expects? Once a year we 
have these, complete with miniature volcanoes, spontaneous explosions (small and. 
controlled!), stage-blood and smoke appearing from nowhere when two boys shake 
hands . . . and a bowl of green fire to light the whole scene . . . They seem to enjoy it; 
they may even learn a few useful bits of science!

ATHLETICS REPORT 1979/80

The 1979 and 1980 seasons saw a vast improvement in the standard of athieties at 
Allan Wilson. During the first terms of both years, a small core of athletes; mainly from 
the open group attended the informal meetings held at St. George’s College and so 
gained some useful experience in their respective event throughout, Trichardt 
distinguished himself in high jump, winning at every meeting and steadily improving 
his performances. The result was that, at the 1980 Inter-House Athletics, he 
achieved a height of 2 m, the highest jump made by a school pupil in this country. 

The 1979 Inter-School Athletics was held on our own track, but the team only 
managed to come seventh out of the nine competing schools. Nevertheless, there 
were some excellent individual performances. Buitendag, a talented sprinter in the 
U13 age group, won the 100, 200, and 400 m setting a new record for the latter. 
Trichardt won the open high jump and Meinie came first in the U14 long jump. At 
the Inter-Schools meeting, the following year, Allan Wilson rose to sixth overall 
position, once again due to some fine individual efforts. Hattingh broke the record 
for open javelin event with a throw of 54,14 mand Trichardt won the open high jump 
with a record height of 1,97 m. For the second year in succession, Buitendag broke 
the 400 m record and won the 100 and 200 m events: Korb performed well in the 
open hurdles and triple jump, coming second in both instances. 

At the Mashonaland trials, Allan Wilson was represented by Korb, Hattingh and 
Trichardt. Hattingh won the ‘javelin event and Trichardt the high jump event, and 
both were selected to represent Mashonaland at the Inter-Provincial Athletics. These 
two athletes came second in their events, and so narrowly missed selection for the 
national team. At the end of the term of 1980, Korb, Raath and Theodosiou received 
team awards for athletics, and Hattingh and Trichardt were re-awarded colours. 
Stober also received a team re-award. 

Thanks must go to Mr. Nativel for his inspiring efforts in training the team and. 
bringing athletics to its present high standard. No doubt, his dedication was 
communicated to the athletics and resulted in afine preformance at the 1980 Inter- 
schools meeting. With the arrival of several talented long-distance runners at Allan 
Wilson, we can look forward to continuing success in athletics.

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THE HISTORY OF 
ALLAN WILSON RUGBY 


The history of Allan Wilson rugby has been a long and varied one, but nobody can 
deny that the school’s First XV have established themselves as a powerful 
aggressive team — one that has stood up to all opposition and truly proved 
themselves to be “Men of Men’’. Once the school had a firm foundation and was well 
established as a high school, the teams that emerged fought with all the courage that 
their patron displayed on the battlefield, a tradition of which the school should be 
proud. Since then the Allan Wilson First XV’s have produced highly commendable 
Sager and have played enterprising, attacking rugby, both at home and on tours 
abroad. 

At the onset of rugby being introduced at Allan Wilson, the school was hindered 
by the fact that it had just achieved senior school status in 1940. It therefore had 
exceedingly strong opposition from the more established schools. Equally, boys 
were continually being drawn from other schools in the country and thus the teams 
were never really settled. Therefore until 1956 the records, apart from a few 
successful years, were not altogether brilliant. According to available records during 
this period the team played eighty games of which they won twenty one, drew five 
and lost fifty four. Points scored by the teams totalled 506 while those against 
numbered 1 336. ; 

In the years following this, the records indicate a major reversal of scores. It 

appears that only after 1956 did Allan Wilson emerge to pose a serious threat to all 
other schools, and for that matter, clubs from varing fields of the community which 
included the Air Force, the University, Gwebi College, Standard Bank and Barclays 
Bank, Old Hararians and B.S.A. Police Colts and Mashonaland U19’s. Even against 
these older and more experienced teams the First XV’s displayed their courage and 
produced very creditable records. Available reports show that of the 306 games 
played from 1957 to 1979 Allan Wilson have won 153, lost 140 and drawn 13. The 
points accumulated for Allan Wilson over these year’s total 3 866 while those against 
total 3.022 anoticeable difference of 844 points, in favour of Allan Wilson. This view 
of the games played by the First XV from 1957 to the present day contrast vividly 
with those before 1956. The earlier years therefore detract slightly from the 
respectability of the complete record, but one must remember that in those earlier 
times the school was encountering a small obstacle — that of trying to become firmly 
established with a solid foundation on which the school could build its strength. 
Althogether, however, the records show that in forty years of competitive rugby 
Allan Wilson have played 386 games of which they have won 174, drawn 18 and lost 
194. Even though our wins are outnumbered by our losses, we have accumulated 
4 372 points while only giving away 4 358. (Rhodesian seasons). 
_ Allan Wilson First XV have also performed exceedingly well on South African 
fields and have undergone four tours to the Transvaal, three to the Cape Province 
two to Natal and one to the Griqualand West District. On each of these tours the 
school rugby sides have played enterprising rugby and acted as ideal envoys for the 
school. Of the forty three games played on these tours, the first of which was in 1961, 
Allan Wilson have won 19 games, drawn one, lost 23 while accumulating 440 points 
and conceding 477. Ironically this record appears better than that which the 
consecutive First XV’s have obtained while playing South African touring schools on 
Rhodesian fields. Allan Wilson have won six, drawn one, lost fourteen while obtaining 
229 points as against the 325 gained by the various S.A. schools. 

This makes the total of the games played by the teams 416 of which 191 have been 
won, 19 drawn and 206 lost. Thus during the whole career of Allan Wilson Rugby the 
teams have accumulated a total of 4 818 points while conceding 4 835. 

The worst defeat that Allan Wilson have experienced was that dealt out by the 
touring Bishops Rugby team from South Africa in 1954 which we lost 3-80. In 
contrast the greatest victory in terms of points scored is probably the 66-0 defeat of 
Cranborne in 1973. The worst season for Allan Wilson was the 1952 season. Of the 
twelve games played we only managed to win one while losing eleven. We conceded 
280 points and only gained 45. Set against this are the two best seasons that the - 
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school have encountered. In 1972 Allan Wilson played 14 games of which eleven 
were won, three lost, 281 points gained and 209 given away. Similarly 1960 saw the 
‘team play sixteen games, lost four, draw one, win eleven, concede only 131 points 
anid gain a significant and valuable 310 points. This-was the most important year in 
terms of points and was quoted ih the 1960 “‘Patrol’”’ Magazine as being “‘the year of 
Guts and Gilchrist’’; a fitting tribute to Eric Gilchrist. 

Indeed Eric Gilchrist was an outstanding player and was one of the few who 
represented the First XV for four consecutive years together with D. Fitzgerald 
1952 — 1955, R. Wynn 1951 — 1954 and S. Geach 1972 — 1975. Equally he was the 
only player to Captain the side for three years, a remarkable feat, being challenged 
only by O. Fitzgerald (Captain ’54 —’55). T. Pate (Captain ’57 — 58) and G. Ristow 
(Captain 68 — 69). In this respect Allan Wilson rugby players have acquitted 
themselves equally well individually. In 1951 Peter Lowe was chosen for the 
Rhodesian schoolboys XV to tour Natal while in 1956 Fred Wilsnagh, John Rush 
and Ian Gilchrist represented the Mashonaland — Manicaland Schoolboys touring 
team. 

With the introduction of the Craven Week Rugby Competition, many boys from 
Allan Wilson proved their prowess in the trials and the following were extremely 
successful. In 1972 M. Babiolakis and D. Duncan played for the Rhodesian Craven 
Week team while N. Nicolaou was non-travelling reserve. These three all played for 
the Rhodesian XV against the touring British Nomads and played again together 
with J. Geach and T. Lindsay against the Nomads in the Mashonaland XV, winning 
both games. In 1973 D. Duncan and R. Rudolph once again represented the Craven 
XV and captained the Mashonaland XV against the touring Scottish Thistles, in 
which game D. Bean also played. I. Murdock and K. Richmond played for the 
Mashonaland XV in 1976 as did R. Geach and T. Murdock in 1977 and J. du Toit 
and P. Ferendinos in 1978. In the same year J. du Toit played for the Rhodesian 
Craven XV. Finally in 1979 the school was represented by R. Gray (Captain), 
K. Pringle and M. Boere in the Craven XV. 

Finally there is the most notable contribution to Allan Wilson rugby, and to the 
school as a whole, of the Geach Family, In 1944 Allan Geach Captained the side and © 
some years later his sons acquitted themselves equally well. In 1970 — 71 his eldest 
son Michael represented the 1st XV as did John, the second eldest, in 1970 — 72 
seasons. Not jto be-outdone, Stéven joined the team in 1972 and played four 
consecutive seasons through to 1975. Thereafter Richard joined the side and played 
from 1975 —.77 and was Vice-Captain of the team in his last year at school. 

We can openly declare that Allan Wilson has acquitted itself as a dedicated rugby 
team and a contender for the top ranking team amongst schools. The school First XV 
has undoubtedly come an extremely long way in making an impkession on its 
spectators and that is due to the sheer determination and hard work of the respective 
coaches through the years. Possibly with a little more application and co-operation 
amongst the three-quarters, a general suggestion from coaches throughout the 
years, the team will eventually be able to top the schoolboy ranking — 


Rugby U14 - 1980 


The U14A side has not had a very successful season. In fact the side only won 3 
matches, although admittedly there has been some strong opposition. One of the 
main faults was an unwillingness to tackle and many trys were scored against us for 
this very reason. Forwards Marx, Redlinghuys and Le Roux played with fine 
spirit and drive which the rest of the side would do well to emulate. In many cases the 
side took a long time to settle down and most points were usually scored against us in 
a first half.
